After his. arrest he was 
sentenced to eieht years imprisonment, wiich he has now berun serving at 
the Grudgiadz Prison. 


bo Commander Greecors June, Chie? Surerintendent of the Ravy.. Sentenced to 
tuelve years inprisonment at the Rawies Prison, south of “ognan. 


ce Cormander Ienacy Durkalec, Chief of Navy Supply. Transferred to a minor 
teaching position in a Navy Administrative School. at Pesnan. 


2. The above individuals were all accused of “sabotage and esrionage apainst 
the Stete", The material asrects of the ease involved some quantity of Ger~ 
man chertleals euarded by the Navy uhich had mysteriously disappeared, The chief 
prosecutor in this case was identified as a Pole, Andrzej lysinski. 


3, During the period " Bn12 January, Marshal Rokosovstci ordered an alert and active 
duty exercises for the Polish Navy alony the entire coast of Poland, The ex 
ereises lasted only three days bu’ did incinde a thorourh inspection and observe- 
tion of practically all units, The resultr were very disanppointine and broucht 
gevore criticism upon Admiral Seolagowski, with the understanding that effective 
measures mat be aken irmadiately to irmrove the performance and efficiency of 
the Navy. 
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
